SEVERE COLD GRIPS 


ENTIRE EASTERN U. S. 


Records Since 1880 Broken by the Pres- 


ent Cold Wave-Suffering Great and 
Made Worse by Coal Shortage-Only 
Slight Relief is in Sight

Washington, Dec. 31.—The entire 


country was suffering from the cold 
today. Lowest temperatures ever re- 
corded in the history of the weather 
bureau were reported from New Eng- 
land and the northern Middle Atlan- 
tic States. Along the Atlantic coast, 
from the Virginia Capes northward, 
all records 
since 
1SSO have been 


shattered. 


While the weather 
bureau 
held 


out the hope today that commencing 
tomorrow the 
extreme 
cold would 


moderate it mingled that hope with 
the fear that a snow storm would 
accompany the slight rise in the 
niercurj. 


Suffering in Washington and the 


surrounding territory has been very 
great. Even the president has not 
been an. exception. There 
are no 


storm windows in the White House 
and the

result it became necessary to shut off 
with the heavy curtains the section 
occupied by the family. Even then 
the temperature has been too low 
for comfort.

WARNING AND REQUEST FOR CO-OPE 


Because of the practice of keeping faucets in homes 


and other building open during the past twenty-four 
hours, the supply of water has been depleted and users 
of water on the "high points of the city are deprived ot 
the water to which they are entitled. This has inspired 
a great many complaints to this department and, without 
the co-operation of the people of the city, we are power- 
less to remedy the situation. 


In addition to the inconvenience to the people living 


on the higher elevations of the city, there is the serious 
danger of a Avater shortage, or the inability to secure 
water fron the hydrants should it he needed in ease of a 
tire on these higher poin s. 


We realize that the people of the city do not want to 


wantonly waste the water, but that they are allowing it 
to run for the purpose of keeping their pipes from freez- 
ing in the intensely cold weather that has prevailed for 
the past two days. 


Our request and suggestion is that all people using city 


water, instead of allowing the water to run freely, open 
the faucets only to the point where the water will merely 
drip. This willl have the same effect as far as preventing 
the freezing of water pipes, as if the water was allowed 
to flow freely. 
And this will minimize the waste and 


help correct the condition or situation that now causes 
inconvenience and is a source of danger. 


The Water Department is doing everything possible to 


serve the people properly and adequately and to protect 
property from any possible fire, by keeping the water 
hydrants open, but can do nothing more, unless the 
people will conserve, the water supply in the manner 
indicated.
